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ARTICLE XXI OF THE TREATY OF GUADALUPE HIDALGO BETWEEN THE 
UNITED STATES AND MEXICO. 

Signed February 2, 1848. 
If unhappily any disagreement should hereafter arise between the 
governments of the two republics, whether with respect to the interpre- 
tation of any stipulation in this treaty, or with respect to any other 
particular concerning the political or commercial relations of the two 
nations, the said Governments, in the name of those nations, do promise 
to each other, that they will endeavour, in the most sincere and earnest 
manner, to settle the differences so arising, and to preserve the state of 
peace and friendship, in which the two countries are now placing them- 
selves; using for this end, mutual representations and pacific negotia- 
tions. And if, by these means, they should not be enabled to come to an 
agreement, a resort shall not, on this account, be had to reprisals, aggres- 
sion or hostility of any kind, by the one republic against the other, until 
the government of that which deems itself aggrieved, shall have maturely 
considered, in the spirit of peace and good neighborship, whether it 
would not be better that such difference should be settled by the arbitra- 
tion of commissioners appointed on each side, or by that of a friendly 
nation. And should such course be proposed by either party, it shall be 
acceded to by the other, unless deemed by it altogether incompatible 
with the nature of the difference, or the circumstances of the case. 



CONVENTION BETWEEN GREAT BRITAIN AND THE NETHERLANDS RENEWING 
FOR FIVE TEARS THE ARBITRATION CONVENTION OF FEBRUARY 
15, 1905. 

Signed at London December 16, 1909. 

Her Majesty the Queen of the Netherlands and His Majesty the King 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland and of the British 
Dominions beyond the Seas, Emperor of India, signatories of the con- 
vention for the pacific settlement of international disputes, concluded 
at The Hague on the 29th July, 1899 ; 

Taking into consideration that by Article 19 of that convention the 
high contracting parties have reserved to themselves the right of con- 
cluding agreements, with a view to referring to arbitration all questions 
which they shall consider possible to submit to such treatment ; 
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Have named as their plenipotentiaries: 

Her Majesty the Queen of the Netherlands, Karel Willem Paul Frans 
Baron Gericke Van Herwijnen, Her Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary at London, Chamberlain Extraordinary; and 

His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland and of the British Dominions beyond the Seas, Emperor of 
India, the Eight Honourable Sir Edward Grey, a Baronet of the United 
Kingdom, a Member of Parliament, His Majesty's Principal Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs; 

Who, after having communicated to each other their respective full 
powers, found in good and due form, have agreed as follows : 

Article 1. 

The high contracting parties hereby renew for a further period of 5 
years, dating from the 12th of July next, the convention signed at Lon- 
don on the 15th February, 1905, for the settlement by arbitration of cer- 
tain classes of questions which may arise between the two governments. 

Article 2. 

The present convention shall be ratified, and the ratifications shall 
be exchanged at London as soon as possible. 

Done in duplicate at London, the 16th day of December, 1909.
